Approximately $60,000 will be saved 
annually to the provincial treasury 
through a readjustment of the school 
inspectorates, by which a number of 
economies in the operations of the 
will be made 
possible. With the closing of the Hd- 
monton Normal school, a total of 
about $100,000 will be cut off the 
school bill of the province, according 
to Hon. Perrin Baker, minister of 
education. . 

The reorganization of the school 
inspection work means that the in- 
spectoral staff is being reduced and 
14 of the department's officials here- 
tofore engaged in that work are be- 
ing retired from the service of June 1. 
A. rearrangement of the districts in 
which these inspectors have been work 
ing has been drafted, and practically 
all the inspectorates in the province 
will be given new bounaaries, 

Unter the new: plan there will be 
25 rural inspectorates as against 34 
previously. The inspectorate districts 
dropped from the list are as follows: 
Grande Prairie, Sturgeon, Stoney 
Plain, Hardisty, Lacombe, Castor, 
Cardston and Irvine. These have 
been absorbed for future purposes in 
other inspectorates adjoining them, 
and corresponding changes are being 
made in the personnel of the inspect- 
oral staff, : + 

So far as the cities are ocncerned, 
the two inspectors that Edmonton and 
Calgary have each had, will be con- 
tinued in the work, but the four men 
formerly covering these cities will 
now be assigned to rural inspector-

Trees a Thousand Years Old 


Giant Yew Trees of England Survive 
From Remote Ages. 

How many people realize the great 
age of the sombre yew trees scattered 
up and down the land in the British 
Isles? asks Bassett Digby, F.R.G.S, 

Many a shady British yew now 
standing gave shelter from sun or rain 
to Anglo-Saxon wayfarers. before the 
Norman Conquest, he continues. There 
is ample reason for {ts having been 
planted: so extensively in churchyards 
as symbols of immortality. 

The ~giant’ yew at-Aldsworth, in 
Berkshire, is over 1,000 years old, and 
still ‘flourishing. No cne knows how 
many centuries have elapsed since it 
considered that it had grown enough. 
Twenty-seven feet round today, it 
measured just the same in 1760, when 
a note of its girth was made in More’s 
“Berkshire Queries.” The Buckel- 
bury yew, also in Berkshire, by an 
odd coincidence, is. of just the same 
size. , 

The leaning yew at Iffley, near Ox- 
ford—unless it has been cut down 
since I saw it last—is accounted to be 
the oldest tree in England. 

It is interesting to realize, when you 
look at an old yew, that your fore- 
fathers must have cut branches from 
it with which to make their bows, 

There is a gap of centuries between 
the birth of Britain's oldest yews and 
the birth of Britain’s oldest oaks. and 
elms. Not an oak in Great Britain 
has been found, when cut down and 
the annual growth rings counted, to

be 500 years old, and elms live a cen- 
tury less.

The Seed Control Act, administered 
by the Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa, is undergoing amendment at 
the present session .of Parliament. 
The amending bill, after receiving the | 
approval of the Agricultural Commit- | 
tee, has had its second reading in the | 
House of Commons. ‘The original 
act provides for the compulsory grad- 
ing only of timothy, alsike, red clover 
land alfalfa. The grades of these} 
seeds recognized are: “Extra No. 12) 
“No, 1,° “No. 2,” “No, 3,” and “Re-| 
jected.” The amended act will ex-) 
jtend compulsory .grading to all kinds 
of grass and clover seed, flax, sorg- 
hunt, millet, wheat, oats, barley, rye, 
corn, buckwheat, sunflower, field pea:,

The foundation stone of what: will 
be a noble memorial’ to the famous 
British raid staged at Zeebrugge in

Out in British Columbia there is a firm en- 
gaged in the manufacture of paper. This firm is 
known as the Powell River Co, According to re- 
ports the fir missued an order to the effect that 
unless the members of the local Paper Makers’ 
Union surrendered their union charter by May 
2uth, all the union members in the employ cf the 
company would be dismissed.

If that is not enough, I shall be 
very much surprised if the parliament of Canada‘ 
cannot find some means of satisfactorily dealing 
further with the situation.”

Migrants sbeard the tender of the 
HEN the Canadian Pacific steamships “Marloch” 
and “Metagama” last docked at St. John, Can- 
ada gained to the extent of over six bundred able 
bodied and industrious farmers, farm workers and 
women from the Hebrides. Forced by the loss of 
thei fishing trade through the war and German com. 
petition, and by general hard times to leave their 
thatched homes, these people have come to a land of 
romise and have been welcomed as the most valuable 
mmigrants in years. Under the escereny of Rev 
Alexander J. Gillies and Rev. John MacMillan, they 
have gone to the Red Deer district of Alberta and te 
various parts of Ontario, where they will engage in 
agriculture. ‘ 

Most of them are from the island of South Vist 
Renbecular and»Barra. Here their families worked 
smal! farms of from ten to twenty acres and kept @ 
stock of from two to eight cattle and ten sheen on 
common pasturane. In the spring they gathered sea- 
weed for fertilizer; planted oats, barley, rye and 
potuives, and when this was done took to the sea,

some to engage in fishing, which brought but smal) 
monetary return, and others to join the merchant 
marine. in the fall those who were near returned 
home, harvested the smal! crop and thatched their 
houses. But there was not work for all, It was 
of no use to fish when there was no market and one 
man cou!d do the work of the farm which produced 
but little, The wolf was at every door, almost, and 
the emigration officer received more applications for 
information and later assistance than he could com- 
fortably handle. ' 

These people having arrived and ‘eceived welcome 
have already buckled down to work. Their losses at 
home have contributed to Canada’s gain. A large 
party have gone to Red Deer where they wil] build 
their own church and school, and in addition to Eng- 
lish they will retain’ their own native Gaelic tongue. 
The remainder of the immigrants have been split up 
as hired men ip various parts of Ontario. Over four

Last year the Canadian National 
Railways inaugurated a_ series of 
Lodges, three miles from Jasper Sta- 
tion, which proved so popular to visit- 
ors to Jasper National Park, that in- 
creased accommodation for 1923 be 
came imperative. The enlarged  ca- 
pacity provides for 250 guests and in- 
cludes a Main Lodge, containing a 
large lounge, dining room and_ ball 
room, billiard room, barber shop, 
shower baths, ten bedrooms, all con- 
nected with private bath, and all mod- 
ern conveniences. A wide verandah 
encircles the lounge and dining room, 
commanding a panoramic view of Lac 
Beauvert and its magnificent Alpine 
surroundings; eighteen four-room 
lodges, containing two rooms with 
two single-beds each, sitting room and 
bath room; three two-suite lodges, 


each suite comprising. bed-sitting room | 


dressing room, bathroom and sleeping

Is Greatly Increasing 


It is probable that Alfalfa is not 
| yet in its heyday. Enthusiasts, whose 
names are legion, believe that the pos- 
sibilities of this crop are far from be- 
ing realized. A great part of the 
nearly 10,000,000 acres now devoted to 
this forage in North America, includ- 
ing U.S. and Canada is annually har- 
vested for hay, and tire conditions un- 
der which it is put up, the methods 
used, and the time of cutting have a 
great deal to do with the value of the 
cured produet as a feed for livestock. 

The number of cuttings that may be 
taken from an alfalfa field in a sea- 


son varies according to the locality: 


and the variety from eight or oceas- 
ionally more, in the extreme  south- 
west, to two, or sometimes only one, 
in the northern and semi-arid regions. 
Thirty, to forty days of good growing 
weather are necessary to produce a 
hay crop. 

There are conflicting opinions on 
the proper time to cut alfalfa for hay. 
Chemical analyses show that when 
cut in earlf bloom it has slightly more 
protein than when cut later, and that 
certain animals, such as hogs and cat- 
tle, prefer it when cut in the earlier 
stages. These reasons and the belie 
that frequent cutting produced a lar- 
ger total yield led to the old practice 
of cutting just before the flowers ap- 
peared, That practice has been dis- 
credited, : 

As a result of experience accumu- 
lated it was found that these early 
and frequent cuttings, although they 
produced greater yields the first sea- 
son, usually reduced the life of the 
stand and the average yield over a per 
iod of years. Later the basal shoots 
were used as a guide, cutting being 
recommended when they had reached 
a length of 1 or 2 inches or when the 
plants were one-tenth in bloom,’ The 
two guides seemed to be needed as the 
basal shoots. make very little growth 
in dry weather and blossoms are slow 
to appear in wet periods, 

Recent experiments indicate that 
cutting at a later date than has gener- 
ally been advised is more desirable, 
everything considered. At the Kan- 
sas Kavteaibaral Experiment Station 
a comparison was made of cutting at 
four stages—in bud, one-tenth in 
bloom, full bloom, and when the seed 
pods were forming. The earliest cut- 
ting was highest in feeding value but 
the stand was practically killed out in 
one season, Cutting wnen one-tenth 
in bloom gave less hay than cutting 
when in full bloom and seemed to en- 
courage grass and weeds, Cutting 
when the seed pods were forming gave 
iess hay than earlier cuttings, but the 
stand was not injured. No damage 
resulted from cutting the basal shoots, 
although it has long been taught that 
clipping them off will reduee the suc- 
ceeding crop, The Department of 
Agriculture has conducted experiments 
which verify these results. 
| [In regions where the rainfall is 
jrather limited, such as the Great 
Plains, stands are sometimes badly in- 
jured by delaying cuciing until the 
plants are nearly through blooming. 
The injury is more serious when a sec- 
jond eutting is made or a crop is har- 
| vested for seed, This Is more serious 
in dry seasons when theve will be very 
| little growth after cutting as far as 
ithe plants are concerned, Cutting » 
{harmful rather than beneficial but of 
} course there must be a harvest, 

Once the problem of the time of eut- 
ting has been solved, the thing which 
‘worries the farmer. most is getting 
the hay into the best qpndition and 
| stored in the mow or stack, There 
is general agreement that putting the 
| hay into cocks in the field saves more 
jof the leaves, the best part of the 
feed, than when curing is done in the 
windrow, but it takes more labor and, 
since more time is required, there is 

more danger from rain.

|Popularity of Alfalfa 


Where the weather promises to be 
fair for two or three days it may be 
advisable to hurry the curing by do- 
ing most of it in the windrow, The 
amount of shatterings will be greater 
than when the curing is done in the 


cock provided the weather remains 


fair in both cases. However, when 
the hay is cocked it requires longer to 
cure, thus increasing the danger of 
exposure to unfavorable weather. 11 
the hay is exposed to several days’ 
rain even though cocked the loss is 
likely to be greater than would resuit 
from taking advantage of the favor- 
able weather and curing more rapidly. 


What Summer Fires Do 


- To The Soil 


There is a right and a wrong time 
to clear land with fire. The correct 
time is when the soil is moist, 

In 1919 the Dominion Department 
of the Interior made an experimental 
spring-burn of land in Northern § Al- 
berta. The area chosen was covered 
with scattered dead and green pop- 
lars, three to eight inches, with num- 
erous areas of small windfall and 
clumps of. poplar and willow brush. 
Che spring was an ordinary one, Un- 
der these circumstances the cost of 
clearing was reduced 80% by one fire, 
yel it was claimed that the soil was 
not damaged even under the heaviest 
windfalls, where the fires were hot- 
test, 


On the other hand, during the 
drouthy summer of 1922, widespread 
fires devastated the North Country, 
killing alrge areas ‘of merchantable 
conifers—some on land unfit for agri- 
culture—and, worse still, destroyin 
thousands of acres of vegetable pet of 
eaving behind a raw, crude subsoil 
on which only leguminous crops, such 
as vetch or peavine, could be expected 
.0 flourish. For crops other than le- 
gumes these hard-burned soils will be 
unproductive until restored by a long 
process of upbuilding, in whieh, by the 
way, sweet clover might play a use- 
ful part. Even the ash left by the 
fire is liable to be eroded by Wind or 
wager, and when this occurs a particu- 
lafly impoyerished soil results, with 
che denuded subsoil often showing a

| A Nesienad Coal Policy 7 


In an, effort to find a solution of the shortage of fuel problem which con- 
fronts Ontario and Quebec, the eyes of the people there have of late been 
directed towards Alberta. People in these Eastern Provinces have in the 
past used Pennsylvania hard coal almost to the exclusion of other fuels, and 
the first step is to educate them in the use of soft coal. Owing to the coal 
shortage last winter they were glad to get coal of any kind and many people 
were forced to burn soft coal for the first time, but even-it came from the 
United States. ; 

Recently the Ottawa Journal and the Toronto Star brought coal from 
Alberta and distributed it at less than cost to a number of people in. order to 
satisfy the Bast as to the quality of Western fuel, and the Ontario Govern- 
ment has followed the same course. Stern necessity some years ago led 
the people of Manitoba to become large consumers of Alberta coal. It has 
proved satisfactory there, and if is safe to say that Manitoba will never again 
import United States anthracite on the large scale that formerly prevailed. 
There is no reason to doubt that Alberta coal will prove equally_acceptable in 
Ontario. : 


' 


As pointed out in last week’s article, the obstacle in the way of extensive 
use of Alberta coal in Ontario is the high cost of transportation—a rate made 
abnormally high by reason of the tack of return freight shipments from the 


East to the West, thus forcing the return of coal cars as “empties.” United 
States coal shipments to the West have always enjoyed the advantage of be- 
ing a reurn cargo for the lake boats. which took cargoes of Western grain 
down the Great Lakes. 

One way of solving Ontario's fuel problem through the use of Alberta coal 
fs for the manufacturers and wholesalers of Eastern Canada to give close and 
scientific attention to the requirements of the West and endeavor to develop 
a larger trade in the West and replace many of the United States products 
which even-a high customs tariff fails to keep out of this country. . 

A further reduction in the duties imposed on British goods through an 
extension of the British Preferential Tariff would likewise assist in increas- 
ing the volume of freight from the East to the West, and operate to reduce 
the number of “empties” to be hauled. : 

It must be admitted that in this way alone sufficient return freight could 
not be developed. There would always be a large number of “empties” to 
be returnéd to the West, especially as in addition to the coal movement to. 
the Bast; there is the grain movement and the shipment of cattle all-in the 
sane direction. 

’ A reduction in the coal_rate below the actual cost of haulage is out of the 
question as it would mean increasing the already heavy deficit in the opera- 
tion of the National Railways. | But would it not pay the Dominion Govern- 
ment, ahd prove to be sound national policy, if the. Government at Ottawa 
undertook to defray a portion of, the cost of coal transportation from ‘the 
West to the East and thereby cul down the heavy drain of Canadian dollars 
into the. United States for coal? 

The use ef Alberta coal in Ontario on a large scale would provide em- 
ployment for thousands of men in the Alberta fields, and would result in a 
further development there, with incfeased royalties to the Government.  In- 
ereased demand for Alberta coal would result in the mines being operated 
all the year round, instead of being closed down for many months, or operated 
with small shifts of men, . These men demand and must receive exceptiohally | 
high wages because they cannot be assured of full time employment. As a 
eonsequence the people of the West, with coal almost at their doors, are 
ebliged to pay unreasonably high prices for coal. Steady, all-the-year em- 
ployment for miners and maximum production would prove a blessing and an 
economic saving in every direction. 

But, objects somebody, if the Dominion Government assumed a percent- 
age of the carrying cost of coal it would be tantamount to bonusing the eoal 
miustry. But if by so doing Canada’s adverse balance of trade with the 
United States could be partly rectified, Canada’s dollars kept at home, the 
discount on Canada’s dollars across the line reduced, Canada’s natural re- 
solirces developed, employment found for Canada’s workers, both in the 
mines and in the work of transportation, and the price of coal to the residents 
e{ Canada reduced, not to mention the security to the East which an assured 
eoal supply would bring, would #t not all be well.worth while and sound 
national policy? ; : 

If the British Government considers it wise to reduce the tax on beer; at 
an annual loss to the treasury of millions of sterling, on condition that the 


brewers reduce the selling price of beer by a penny a pint, surely the Do- | 


minion Government would be making no-mistake in devoting a few millions of 
dollars to make Canada, with its long and severe winters, a self-contained 
eountry in the matter of an adequate fuel supply.

Coping With the Drug Habit 


Lack of 


Public Institutions for 
Treating Addicts 

One of the principal obstacles to 
Successfully coping with the drug 
habit in Canada is the lack of public 
institutions for treating addicts, ac- 
cording to F.°W, Cowan, Director of 
the narcotic Drug Division of the De- 
partment of Health. No such insti- 
tutions exist in Canada. The present 
system is to send addicts to jail for 
a term, or to the lunatic asylum in 
virulent cases. The provinces, how- 
ever, are beginning to realize the need 
or separate institutions or at least 
wings of hospitals for treating this 
class of sufferer. Special organiza- 
tions, as well as medical associations, 
are giving the matter much attention 
in Ontario as well as other provitices. 
Winnipeg, it is understood, is plan- 
ning such an institution asa civio 
activity. 

In the United States the treatment 
given-in public institutions has prov- 
ed successful. 

Co-operation with the provinces as 
between local police and the federal 
police in suppressing the drug traffic 
is being actively fostered by the 
health department. Such co-opera- 
(ion exists between the police of 
Canada and that of the’ United States 
and has resulted very beneficially. 

‘Recently a consignment of 1,200 
pounds of drugs consigned to Mon- 
treal via New York was seized in

finishing steers. Steer feeding has 
been carried on for a number of years 
at this’. station, and never at a loss. 
In 1910, eighteen steers turned over 
a profit of $16.97 per head, In 1911 
twenty. steers gave an average profit 
per head of $28.93, and in 1916, ninety- 
seven provided, a profit of $9.48 per 
head. |. For an expenditure of 
$1,142:77, a return of $2,062.73 was 
made. The equipment for feeding 
these steers was not expensive. They 
were fed in corrals and in a shelter- 
ed bluff, with an old stack-bottom to 
lié on at nights. The feeds used 
were home-grown oat straw, prairie 
hay, oats, barley, and one winter, froz- 
eh wheat, The steers made. excel- 
lent gains, and the hay and grains 
marketed as beef brought nearly 
twice the prevailing market prices. 
An important point in the feeding 
was that water was constantly avat'- 
able, either from a tank with a heat- 
er into a slough, or placed in a corner 
of the corral, In finishing steers: on 
grass, it will pay to feed some grain 
to harden them for shipping. The 
shrinkage will be reduced, and the 
price correspondingly higlier, 
Dehorned steers were found to pay 
best.. They fed more quietly, made 
larger gains, and sold for, a higher 
price, Dehorning is a necessity for 
the export trade, because of the long 
rail and ocean journey. One car- 
load of horned steers, badly bfuised, 
will be very detrimental to the export 
business. With a heavy American 
tariff. against our cattle, we must de 
pend on the British market. We can 
make sure of this market by provid- 
ing a steady supply of well-bred, 


well-finished, dehorned steers.

English Housewives Trying to Put Bill 
‘Through Parliament ‘i 

Every egg sold in England will be 
stamped with the country of origin, if 
the plans of various housewives’ or- 
ganizations to put such a bill through 
Parliament are successful. 

Much interest has been aroused In 
London recently by the declaration 
of the National Poultry Council that 
only about ten per cent. of the eggs 
sold as new laid eggs come from the 
provinces of Englitnd. It: has been 
shown that huge quantiiies of eggs 
are shipped into England every year 
from Holland, China and Egypt, are 
mixed with other eggs, and sold as 
native eggs. Because the foreign 
eggs are of a better color and larger 
than English eggs, it is sald the re- 
tallers are able to sell them more 
readily than English eggs. 

Cheese Factory for Moose Jaw 

Arrangements are well advanced for 
the opening in Moose Jaw of the sec- 
ond cheese factory in the province by 
P. Burns and Company. All the ma- 
chinery is being shipped from the 
east by the De Laval Company and it 
is anticipated that operations will

How Do You Walk? 


Nearly’ All Pedestrians Will Swerve 
From Straight Line 

How do you walk? Do you ‘pro- 
ceed in a straight line or zigzag from 
side to side? 

If you watch a number of pedes- 
trians you will find that nine out of 
ten bear to the right, return to. their 
proper course, and then start swerv- 
ing to-the right again, 

This is because our 
more fully developed and stronger 
than our left. A left-handed person 
usually swerves to the left in walking, 
for in his case the left side-is the 
more powerful. :
